There are as many as six ty cases 
in Califo rnia no w, and Surgeo n 
General W y m an, o f the marines, is 
being urged by the state health 
bo ards o f tha co untry to take so me 
immediate actio n to p rev ent the 
sp reading o f this disease. 
“ Ttiis is a matter o f great co n­ 
cern to the p eo p le o f the west and 
also o f the entire co untry ,” said 
Dr. W . F. Mo rro w, secretary o f 
tke Misso uri state bo ard o f health, 
to a Kansas City Jo urnal rep o rter. 
“ So me immediate actio n must be 
taken lacking to the p ro tectio n o f 
the natio n, fo r when I say it wo uld 
p ro v e the ruin o f the 
co untry 
sho uld it beco me general in the 
United States, I am no t ex aggera­ 
ting the m atter. 
The bubo nic is 
the mo st terrible o f all diseases, 
and fo r it to beco me p rev alent in 
the United States wo uld mean the 
death o f o ne-fo urth o f the p o p ula­ 
tio n, judging fro m the histo ry o f 
all the p laces where it has p re­ 
v ailed.” 
Dr. Mo rro w said that the state 
bo ard 
wo uld meet at Jefferso n 
City nex t mo nth and take actio n 
in regard to the matter and add 
the v o ice o f Misso uri to that o f the 
o ther states in demanding that the 
go v ernment o fficials take the m at­ 
ter in hand immediately . 
W ithin 
the p ast few day s the states o f In­ 
diana, Flo rida and Minneso ta hav e 
declared 
themselv es 
o n 
like 
gro unds. 
There arc as many as six ty cases 
o n the co ast and p hy sicians hav e 
the info rmatio n that tbe p lague is 
sp reading. 
Ev ery effo rt is being 
made to co nceal it o n acco unt o f 
the business interests o n the co ast, 
and p ractically no info rmatio n is 
giv en to the p ublic by the autho ri­ 
ties. 
It was first disco v ered abo ut 
nine mo nths ago , and it is tho ught 
to hav e been bro ught o v er fro m 
Ho no lulu, where it was quite p rev ­ 
alent so me time ago . 
The rap id transit fro m the co ast 
makes it p o ssible |to sp read the dis­ 
ease o v er the co untry , and the 
greatest danger is in the rats wkich 
co me in freight cars and bo x es o f 
fruit. 
Fleas are also the means o f 
sp reading the ep idemic. 
The bubo nic p lague is the mo st 
fatal o f all kno wn diseases which 
affect large numbers o f p eo p le. The 
mo rtality is 6 0 p er cent o r'mo re. In 
so me ep idemics 9 0 p er cent hav e 
died. 
The duratio n o f an attack 
o f p lague may be fro m a few ho urs 
to a mo nth. 
Three-fifths o f the 
cases so me y ears ago in India were 
fatal o n the third day . 
Fiv e-six ths 
o f the cases end by the fifth day , 
and mo st o f tho se who surv iv e the 
fifth day get well.

supervision can n o t be obtained by state 
action. 
It must therefore be achieved by 
national action. 
Our aim is not to do 
a w a y with corporations; on the contrary, 
these big aggregations are an inevitable 
development of modern industrialism, and 
the effort to destroy them would be futile 
unUss accomplished in w ays that would 
v/ork the utmost m ischief to the entire 
body politic. 
W e can do nothing of good 
in the w a y of regulating and supervising 
these corporations until we fix clearly in 
our minds that we are not attackin g the 
corporations, but endeavoring to do a w a y 
with any evil in them. W e are not hostile 
to them- we are m erely determined that 
they shall be so handled as to subserve 
the public good. 
W e draw 
the 
line 
against misconduct, not against wealth. 
The capitalist who, alone or in conjunc­ 
tion 
with 
his 
fellows, 
performs 
some 
great industrial feat by which he wins 
money is a welldoer, not a wrongdoer, 
provided onlv he w orks in proper and 
legitim ate lines. 
W e wish to favo r such 
a man when he does well. 
W e wish to 
suoervise and control his actions only to 
prevent him from 
doing ill. 
Publicity 
can do no harm to the honest corpora­ 
tion* 
and 
we 
need 
not be 
overtender 
about sparing the dishonest corporation. 
H n s t Exer€?1 iie C a r e . 
In curbing and regulating the combina­ 
tions of capital which are or m ay become 
injurious to the public we must be careful 
not to stop the great enterprises 
which 
have legitim ately reduced the cost of pro­ 
duction 
not to abandon, the place which 


One proposition advocated has been the 
reduction of the tariff a.s a means of reach­ 
ing the evils of the trusts which fall w ith­ 
in the category I have 
described. 
Not 
merely v^ouid thi» be wholly ineffective, 
but the diver.«ion of our effort.s in such a 
direction would mean the abandonment of 
all Intelligent attempt to do aw ay w'ith 
these evils. 
Many of the larg^'St corpora­ 
tions, 
many of those which should cer­ 
tainly be included in any proper scheme of 
regulation, would not be affectedi in the 
slightest degree by a change in the tariff, 
.save as such change interfered with the 
general prosperity of the country. 
The 
or.iy relation of the tariff to big corpora- 
tior.s 
a whole 1» that the tariff makes 
m anufactures profitable, and 
the 
tariff 
remedv proposed would be in effect .«imply 
to make m anufactures unprofit ible. 
To 
remove the tariff as a punitive measure 
directed against trusts would inevitably re­ 
sult in ruin to the w eaker competitors who 
are strugglipg against them. 
Our 
aim 
should be not by unwi.«e tariff chang-es to 
give foreign products the advantage over 
dk>mestic products, but by proper regula­ 
tion to give domestic competition a fair 
chance; 
this end cannot be reached by 
any tariff changes which would affect un­ 
favorably all domestic comi>eUtors, good 
and bad alike. 
The question of regulation 
of the trusts stands apart from the ques­ 
tion of tajiff revision. 
Stability of economic policy must alw ays 
be the prime econonndc r.eedof this country. 
This gtabiMty s|iouId not be fossilizatíon. 
The country has acquiesced in the wisdom 
of the protective-tariff principle. 
It is ex­ 
ceedingly undesirable 
that 
this 
system 
should be destroyed or that there should be 
violent and radical changes therein. 
Our 
pa.^t experience shows that great prosper­ 
ity in this country has alw ays come under 
a protective tariff; and that the eountrv 
cannot prosper under fitful tariff changes 
at short intervals. 
Moreover, if the tariff 
laws n«: a whole work w’éll, and if busines.« 
ha.« prospered under them and is prosper­ 
ing, it is better to endure fo r a time siight 
Inconveniences and inequalities in some 
schedules than to upset business by too 
quick arvd too radical changes. 
It i.- most 
earnestly to be wished that we could treat 
the tariff from the standpoint solely of our 
business needs. It is. perhaps, too much to 
hope that partisanship m ay be entirely e x ­ 
cluded from consid*eration of the subject, 
but at least it can be made secondary to 
the business interests of the eountrv—that 
is. to the interests of our people as a whole. 
rr.<iuestionably these 
business 
interests 
will best be served if together with fixitv 
of principle a.« regards the tariff we com­ 
bine a system w'hich will permit us from 
time to time to make the necessary reap- 
pUcation of the principle to the shifting na­ 
tional neeffts. 
W e must take scrupulous 
nari that the reapplication shall be made 
In such a w ay that it will not amount to 
a di-«IocatIon of our* system, 
the 
mere 
threat of which (not to speak of the per- 
fo»*manre) w'ould produce paralysis in the 
busintiss energies of the community. The 
first consideration in-making these changes 
w'ould. of course, be to preserve the prin­ 
ciple which underlies our whole tariff sys­ 
tem—that is, the principle of putting Ame r­ 
ican business interests at least on a full 
equality with interests abroad, and of al­ 
w ays allnw'ing a sufficient rate of diitv to 
more than cover the difference betweenThe 
labor cost here and abroad. 
The well-be­ 
ing of the wage-w'orker, like the well-be­ 
ing of the tiller of the soil, should be treat­ 
ed as an essential in shaping our whole 
economic policy. There must never be any 
change which will jeopardize the standard 
of comfort, the standard of wages of the 
American w'age-worker. 
One 
w%ay 
in 
which the readjustm ent 
sought can be reached is by reciprocity 
treaties. 
It is greatly to be desired that 
.«uch treaties m ay be adopted. 
T hey can 
be used (o widen our m arkets aiid 
to 
give a greater field for the activitie.s of 
our producers on the one hand, and on 
the other to secure in practical shape the 
lowering of duties when they 
are 
no 
longer needed for protection among our 
own people, 
or when the minimum of 
dam age done m ay be disregarded for the 
sake of the m axim um of good accom ­ 
plished. 
If it prove Impossible to ratify 
the pending treaties, and if there seem 
to be no w’arrant for the endeavor to 
execute others, or to amend the pending 
treaties so that they can be ratified, then 
the . same 
end—to 
secure 
reciprocity— 
should be met by direct legislation.

How to secure fair treatm ent alike for 
for capital, how to hold in 
check the unscrupulou.s 
man, 
whether 
emplo.ver or employe, without weakening 
Individual Initiative, without hampering 
and cram ping the indu.stnal development 
of the country, is a problem fraught with 
great difficulties and one which it is of 
the highest importance to .solve on lines 
of sanity and far-.sighted common sense 
as well as of devotion to the right. 
This 
is an era of federation and combination. 
E x a c tly as business men find they m ust 
often w ork through corporation.s, and as 
it is a constant tendency of these cor­ 
porations to grow larger, so it is often 
necessary for laboring men to work in 
federations, and these have become im­ 
portant factors of modern indu.strial life. 
Both kinds of federation, capitalistic and 
labor, can do much good, and as a nec- 
e«.sary corrollary they can both do evil. 
Opposition to each kind of organization 
should 
take the form of opposition to 
w hatever is bad in the conduct of any 
given corporation or union—not of a t­ 
tacks upon corporations as such nor upon 
unions as such; for .«ome of the most 
far-reaching beneficent work for our peo­ 
ple has been accomplished through both 
corporations and union.s. 
Each mu.st re­ 
frain from arbitrary or tyrannous inter­ 
ference witn the right.s of others. 
Or­ 
ganized capital and organized labor alike 
should remember that In the long run 
the interest of each 
must 
be brought 
into harm ony with the Interest of the 
general public; and the conduct of each 
must conform to the fundam ental rules 
of obedience to the law, 
of individual 
freedom, and of justice and fair dealing 
toward all. 
Each .should remember that 
!n addition to pow’er it must .strive after 
the realization of healthy, lofty and gen­ 
erous 
ideals. 
E very employer, 
every 
w'age 
w’orker, 
mu.st be guaranteed his 
liberty and his right to do a.s he likes 
with his property or his labor so long 
as he does not infrince upon the risrhts 
of others. 
It is of the highe.st impor­ 
tance that employer and employe alike 
should endeavor to appreciate ^ach the 
viewpoint of the other and the sure dis­ 
aster that will come upon both in the 
long run if either grows to take as habit­ 
ual an attitude of sour ho.«tlity and dis­ 
trust tow’ard the other. 
Few’ people de­ 
serve better of the country than those 
representatives both of capHal and labor 
—and 
there are m any such—w’ho work 
continually to bring about a good under- 
.standing of this kind, based upon wisdom 
and upon broad and kindly sym pathy be­ 
tween employers and employed. 
Above 
all, we need to remember that any kind 
of class anim osity in the political world 
is. If possible, even more wicked, even 
more destructive 
to 
national 
welfare, 
than sectional, race or religious animos­ 
ity. 
W e can get good governm ent only 
upen condition that we keep true to the 
principles upon which 
this nation wa* 
feunfied, and Judge each man not aa a 
part of a class, but upon hfs individual 
merits. 
Al! that we have a right te ask 
of any man, rich or poor, whatever kis 
creed, his occupation, his birthplace, or 
his residence. Is th at he shall act weft 
and tienorably by his neighbor and b y 
his cpuntry. W e are neither for the rich 
man as such nor for the poor man as 
such; we are for the upright man, rich 
or poor. 
So fa r as the constltntfomal 
pow ers of the national government tpuéli 
these matters of general and vital mo­ 
ment to the nation, they should be exor­ 
cised in conform ity wltk tne principio« 
abovo set forth. 
NoeonioieiiLd« DepaptsoeBd o f Com­ 
m erce. 
It is emmestiy hoped that a secretary oC 
com m erce m ay be created, with a seat In 
the cabinet. 
T he rapid multiplication of 
questions affecting labor and capital, the 
grow th and com plexity of the organ iza tiojifr 
through, which both labor and capital now 
find expression, the steady tendency to- 
w’ard the employment of capital in. huge 
corporations, and the wonderful strides of 
this country toward leadership in the in­ 
ternational business world justify an ur­ 
gent demand for the creation of such a po­ 
sition. 
Substantially all the leading com­ 
mercial bodies in this country have united 
in requesting its- creation. 
It is desirable 
that some such measure as that which has 
already passed the senate be enacted Into 
law. 
The creation of such a department 
would in itselt be an advance J;oward deal- 
ng with and exercising supervision over 
the whole subject of the great corporations 
doing an interstate business; and with this 
end. in view, the congress should endow 
the departm ent w ith large powers, which 
could be increased as experience 
might 
show the need. 


our country has won in the leadership of 
the international industrial world, not to 
»trike down wealth with the result of clos­ 
ing factories and mines, of turning the 
wage-worker idle in the streets and leav­ 
ing the farmer without a market for what 
he grows. Insistence upon the impossible 
means delay in achieving the possible, ex­ 
actly as, on the other hand, the stubborn 
defense alike of what is good and what is 
bad in the existing system, tKe resolute ef­ 
fort to obstruct any attempt at betterment, 
betrays blindness to the historic truth that 
wise evolution is the sure safeguard against 
revolution. 
No more important subject can come be­ 
fore the congress than this of the regula­ 
tion of Interstate business. This country 
cannot afford to sit soipine on the plea that 
under our peculiar system of government 
we are helpless in the presence of the new 
conditions, and unable to gmpple with them 
or to cut ouf^hatever of evil has arisen ir, 
connection with them. The power of the 
congress to regulate Interstate commerce 
I*- an absolute and unqualified grant, and 
without limitations other thi^ those pre-

Need of a Tariff Commi«nion. 
W herever the tariff conditions are such 
that a needed change cannot with ad­ 
vantage be made by the application of 
the reciprocity idea, then it can be made 
outright by a lowering of duties on a 
given product. 
If possible, such change 
should 
be made only 
after the fullest 
consideration by practical experts, who 
should approach the subject from a busi­ 
ness standpoint, having in view both the 
particular interests affected and the com­ 
m ercial well-being of the people as a 
whole. 
The m achinery for providing such 
careful investigation can readily be sup­ 
plied. 
The executive department has al­ 
ready at its disposal methods of collect­ 
ing facts and figures; and if the con­ 
gress desires additional consideration to 
th at which will be given the subject by 
its own committees, then a commission 
of business experts can 
be 
appointefi 
whose duty it should be to recommend 
action by the congress after a deliberate 
and scientific exam ination of the various 
schedules as they are affected by the 
changed and changing conditions. 
The 
unhurried and unbiased report of this 
commission would show w h a t 
changes 
should be made in the various schedules 
and how 
fa r these 
changes 
could 
go 
w ithout also changing the great pros­ 
perity which this country is now enjoy­ 
ing, or upsetting Its fixed economic pol­ 
icy. 
The cases in which the tariff can pro 
duce a monopoly are so few as to con 
stitute an inconsiderable factor in the 
question; but of course if in any case 
it be found that a given rate of duty 
does promote a monopoly which works 
ill, no protectionist would object to such 
reduction of the duty as would equalize 
competition. 
In my Judgment, the tariff on anthra­ 
cite coal should be removed, and anthra­ 
cite put actually, where It now is nom 
inally, on the free list.
